France Sentences 8 for Role 
In Big Anti-Nuclear Protest 


BOURGOIN-JALLIEU, France, 
Aug. 7 (Reuters)—Demonstrations 
erupted in this French provincial 
town today after eight defen- 
dants, mostly West Germans, re= 
ceived sentences ranging from one 
to six months for taking part in 


a violent, antinuclear protest last - 


Sunday. 

Four others were acquitted on 
charges of creating public dis- 
order during the protest in which 
one man died and more than 100 
persons were injured. 


There were howls of derision 
from about 1,000 sympathizers 
who gathered in the main square 
near the town’s courthouse to 
hear the vertlicts. 

Police took up positions inside 
and ouiside the court to fend off 
any attack on the building. But 
police szid that there was no dis- 
order as the demonstrators began 
marching through the town, 10- 
cated in the Rhone Valley. 


The 12 accused. 7 West Ger- 
mans, 3 Frenchmen and 2 Swiss, 
were arrested after the demon- 
stration at nearby Creys-Malville, 
site of France’s first fast-brecder 
nuclear reactor known as the 
“Super-Phoenix.” 

The demonstration was held to 
protest the development of French 
nuclear power stations producing 
elements that could be used in 
making atomic bombs. 

Some of the accused claimed 
that they had been brutally treat- 
ed by tna polite who arrested 
them. Two from West Germany 
said that they had beer ordered 
out of France. 

French Interlor Minister Chris- 
tian Bonnet had said that the 
violence was caused by a strike 
foree of anarchists from outside 
the country. but Louis Mermaz.

Bomb Kills 
11 at a Stere 
In Rhodesia 


SALISBURY. Rhodesia. Aug. 7 
(UPI).—A bomb exploded at a 
crowded branch of the HBritish- 
owned Woohvorth department 
store chain yesterday, killing 11 
persons and injuring 79 others in 
Rhodesia’s worst incident of 
urban terrorism. 

Eight of the 11 dead were 
black, The medical superinten- 
dent of the Harare Hospital for 
blacks said 70 persons were 
treated there. Ten were admit- 
ted and 60 others, he said, suf- 
fered mostly bruises and abra- 
sions and were released. 

The medical superintendent of 
the Andrew Meming Government 
Hospital for whites said nine 
persons—blacks and whites—were 
treated there but only onc was 
hospitalized. 

The store is patronized mostly 
by blacks. Its staff, with the 
exception of the white manager, 
15 black. The store is a few him- 
dred yards from the headquar- 
ters of Bishop Abel Muzorews's 
United African National Council, 
which has been strongly criticiz- 
ed by more militant black organ- 
izations for allegedly being willing 
to agree with the government on 
a majority-rue setilement ex- 
cluding the hard-line Patriotic 
Front.

Turk Slain on Autobahn 

MUNICH, Aug. 7 ‘APIW—A

Earlier this summer, however, 
the Soviet Union suspended its 
shipments of spare parts and 
military equipment to Somalia, 
apparently out of deference to its 
new ally in Ethiopia, Lt. Col, 
Mengistu Haile Mariam. 

The brief suspension and quick 
resumption of arms shipments to 
this country Qlustrates the dilem- 
ma the war in southeastern Ethio- 
pia poses for Moscow. 

The decision to rescue Col. 
Mengistu makes it likely that the 
Soviet Union may lose Somalia, 
once its closest black . African 
ally. Having committed itself to 
the besieged Ethiopian military 
regime, the Soviet Union is dis- 
covering that the arms lift neces- 
sary to assure the regime's sur- 
vival is unacceptable to the So- 
mali government, . 


For the Russians, Ethiopia rep-- 


resents a huge gamble, following 
its earlier gamble in Angola. 
There, the Soviet-backed Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola won the 1975-76 civil war 
against two pro-Western factions. 

But the stakes for the Soviet 
Union here in northeast Africa 
are far greater than those in 
Angole, where the Russians hed 
nothing to lose but prestige and 
everything to gain. At stake here 
is the future position of the Rus- 
sians in Somalia, Ethiopia end 
Southern Yemen and the contest 
for influence throughout the Red 
Sea region between Saudi Arabia 
and the Soviet Union. 

Unlike in Angola. the Soviet 
Union has important vested in- 
terests in Somalia. It stands a 
good chance of Josing the use of 


Somali naval and airport facilities . 


along the Indian Ocean, which it 
built or improved at considerable 
expense. It also risks losing its 
new ally in Ethiopia, in the same 
kind of coup that brought Col. 
Mengistu to power there in early 
February. 

Tt would seem highly unlikely 
that Col Mengistu will be able 
to maintain his power and pres- 
tige if Ethiopia is dismembered 
under his rule. Right now, his 
military government is in danger 
of seeing not only the Ogaden 
region but large parts of four 


_ provinces in the southeast and 


Eritrea Province in the far north 
seceding. 

Tf Col Mengistu falls, a new 
Ethiopian government, whether 
military or civilian, is likely to 
swing back toward the West and 
oust the Russians. This presums- 
bly is why Moscow has decided 
that saving Col. Mengistu is a 
“must,” even at the risk of alien- 
ating Somalia.

Sir Alexander was a power{itl 
Jabor leader and a fiery. often 
flabovant. pobtician who needed 
the newly independent govern- 
ment from 1952 to 1967 when he 
stepped down because of age and 
ill health. During the three dre- 
cades before his retirement. he 
“vas one of the dormnant figures 
in the Caribbean. 

A tall. imposing, white-mancd 
man. he first confronted the 
British colonial administration 
with an inercasingly militant 
labor movement that bore his 
jname. For political action. he 
then founded the Jamaica Labor 
party and. aiter taking office. 
started many ambitious reform 
programs to provide new schools, 
hospitals. roads and farmland for 
p population that lived in pov- 
erty. 


Lincoln. I rose from 
nothing at al.” Sir Alexander 
hiked to say, and it was an apt 
comparison. He was born Feb. 
24. 1884 as William Alexander 
Clarke. the son of a poor Irish 
planter and a Jamaican mother 
of mostly Arawak Indian descent, 


Adopted by Spaniard 


Largely unschooled, he was 
adopted by a visiting Spanish of- 
ficer. Col. Arnulfo Bustamant+, 
who gave him his surmame and 
took the boy with him τὸ Spain, 
Arcording to Sir Alexander, he 
jomed the Spanish Army when 
he came of age and served in 
several campaigns agamst the 
Riffs in Spanish Morocco. 

He and his biographers also 
traced an adventurous trail that 
Jed him from Europe to Cuba, 
serving as an inspector in the 
national police, and to Panama. 
as a traffic manager. Later he 
went ta New York and worked 
for several years as a dietician 
at 9 hospital in Harlem. In New 
York. he made his fortune to 
return, in 1932, to Jamaica as 
a relatively wealthy man, 

Back on his native island. ‘he 
established a loan business but 
enon began to take an active in- 
terest in labor union organization 
at a time when his fellow Jamai- 
cans worked under conditions ap- 
proaching slavery. 

Strikes threw Jamaica into 
chaos in 1938, with riots and 
clashes spending across the island, 
and Sir Alexander quickly gained 
hus reputation as ἃ Jarger-than- 
Jife organizer and reformer with 
a flair for inflammatory oratory. 

Jailed by British 

The British authorities jailed 
him on scdition charges that 
were later dropped but once out 
of jail he formed the Bustamante 
Industrial Trade Union. It soon 
became the island's largest labor 
organization, 

He was again interned by the 
British during World War IT but 
bry then he had become a hero 
to the Jamaicans. In 1849. his 
farty won control of the Lezisia- 
tive Assembly, defeating the Peo- 
ple's National party of his cousin. 
N.W. Manley. the father of Ja- 
maica’s present Prime Minister, 
Michael Manley. 

Sir Alexander served as chief 
minister from 1953 to 1955, when 
Queen Elizabeth knighted him 
for his services to Jamaica. Then. 
as leader of the opposition. he 
Jed the successful fight to take 
Jamaica out of the West Indies 
Federation because he felt dis- 
tant. poorer islands would domi- 
mate Jamaica, the grouping’s 
largest and most populous entity. 

Sir Alexander's first wife, Mil- 
dred. is said to have died in the 
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19303. He cared Gladys Lonc-

He was educated at Trinity 
College. Cambridge. received his 
hospital training at St. Bartholo- 
mews Hospital in London and 
then returned to Cambridge Uni- 
versity τὸ teach and cany out 
research. 

In 1932 he shared the Nobel 
Price for Medicine with another 
British physiolozist. Sir Charles 
Scott Sherrington. They won the 
prize for research into the func- 
tion af the nerve cell and its 
processes. ᾿ 

Lord Adrian was professcr of 
physiology at Cambridge trom 
1937 to 1951 and Was chancellor 
trom 1968 to 1975, He was presi- 
dent of the Roral Soclety trom 
1950 to 1955 and was mede 2 
paron by Queen Elizabeth in 1955. 

He was one of the first scien- 
tists to warn of the dangers of 
atomic radiation, In 1960 he wus 
chairman of an official commit- 
tee that investicated radiological 
bazords.

10 Bombs Explode in Turkey 


ISTANBUL, Aug. 7 (AP).—The 
police today reported at least 10 
bomb explosions throughout Tur-

The bombs struck a grocery

Bombs went off at a bank 
branch in Istanbul and a howe 
in Malatya, eastern Turkey.

Speech Hints Accord Soon 


Torrijos Stirs U.S. Hopes on Canal Pact 


By Graham Hovey 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 «N¥T). 
—The Carter administration's 
hopes for the early conclusion 
of a new Paname Canal treaty, 
one of the President's highest 
priorities in foreign policy, have 
mounted dramatically after word 
was received of a speech in 
Colombia by Panama's chief of 
government. 

Gen, Omar Torrijos Herrera 


asked five heads of neighboring . 


governments to give him sup- 
port for 2 new treaty under 
which the United States would 
turn over control of the canal 
and the Canal Zone to Panama 
by the year 2000 but would re- 
tain. a role indefinitely for the 
defense of the canal, should it 
ever be necessary. 

The U.S. negotiating team, ea 
by Ellsworth Bunker and Sol 
Linowitz, had been waiting anxi- 
ously for information about Gen. 
Torrijos’s message to his counter~ 
parts in Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Mexico, Jamaica and Venezuela. 

When they learned that the 
gereral had used the Bogota 
meeting to appeal for support in 
explaining to bis own people that 
Paname had obtained the best 
treaty possible, the members of 
the team immediately began 
packing for a flight to Panama 
City today. with the hope of 
jJaunching the final round of ne- 
gotiations tomorrow, 

For the record, the State De~ 
partment would say only that it 
expected ἃ resumption of the 
negotiations 
time this week. 

Optimism Rising 

But the rising optimism of most 
officials concerned with the nego- 
uations was unmistakable. The 
officials felt that Gen, Torrijos 
had finally committed himself, 
even if in closed session, to a 
solution for the issue that has 
bedeviled relations between the 
United States and Panama for 
years. 

They expressed confidence that 
the neighbormg presidents, all of 
whom had supported Panama's 
long-standing aspiration to as- 
sume full control over the canal 
and the 533-square-mile Canal 
Zone, would help Gen. Torrijos 
defend the concessions his nego- 
tiators had made in order to real- 
ize that aspiration. 

Optimism had been growing in 
‘Washington during a series of 
informal negotiating sessions here 
last week, principally because of 
a substantial narrowing of dif- 
ferences between the two sides 
on the key economic issue. 

This involves the snnual 
amount to be paid by the United 
States to Panama for the use of 
the canal during the projected 
25-year transition period. Both 
sides had agreed long ago that 
Panama's annuity should be con- 


siderably greater than the present — 


$23 million.

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Embargo Insurance 


A couple of weeks ago the U.S. Federal 
Energy Administration poured the first bar- 
Yels of οἷ} into the nation’s strategic petro- 
deum reserve. They were the first of a bil- 
Hon. The reserve is to be the coantry’s in- 
farance against future embargoes and dis- 
wuptions of the imported ofl on which the 
sational economy erucially depends. It’s no 
dmexpensive insurance. The cost will run in 
the range of $20 billion. Part will be paid 
am taxes, and part in ἃ Slight rise in the 
prices of oil products. But even at $20 bil- 
Hon it is a very reasonable premium, in rela- 
Gon to the risk. 

The petroieum reserve is a good idea that 
Congress wrote into the 1975 Energy Act, and 
this gigantic project 15 getting off to 2 scme- 
what slower start than Congress had origi- 
nally honed. But President Carter has now 
set an ambitious schedule under which the 
FEA will be putting away oil underground 
at a rate, oy mext year. of more than 600.000 
Dparrels a day. That urgency is altogether 
deseTved. 

The first delivery was Saudi Arabian 
erude oil, and it went mto a salt dome at 
& place called West Hackberry in south- 
eastern Louisiana near tne Gulf Coast. This 
eavern aione will eventually hold some 60 
million barreis. ‘How much is that? By 
way of comparison. the U.S. currently is 
using just under 18 million barrels of oil a 
ay. of whieh ἃ bit over § million afe im- 
ported.) In an emergency. the stored oll in 
the West Hackberry cavern could be sucked 
out and fied into refineries αὖ a rate of 
400.000 barrels a day. 


It's the kind of vast engineering project 
that Americans admire, and there's already 
a tendency here in Washington to suppose 
that the United States will Immediately be- 
come embargo-proof. But it isn't quite so 
easy. First of all. it will be the work of 
years to fill the reserve. Even under the 
accelerated timetable it will reach the half- 
way mark, 500 million barrels, only at the 
end of 1980. As things are going currently, 
500 million barrels represents just about six 
months’ deliveries to the United States from 


the Arab countries. The 1973-74 embargo, if 


you were wondering, lasted five months. 

As the reserves are bulit up, they will 
greatiy increase the risks and costs of the 
oll weapon to any country that tries to in- 
voke it. They will provide 2 shield against 
politicai threats and skirmishing tactics such 
as holding up ἃ few tankers for a few weeks. 

Any government that contemplates the oil 
weapon will have τὸ be prepared to cub off 
the flow, and forgo revenues. for a painfully 
long time. 

The reserves are insulation againsé sud- 
den shocks. But ther have their limitations. 
They are not going to be much help against 
the slow squeeze on world supplies that is 
predicted for the 1980s. As the world is 
forced gradually to rely on more expensive 
and less accessible sources of oil. it’s conser- 
vation that will count. Valuable though the 
Teserves will eventually be, they still exist 
mainly on paper. It will take years of stock- 
building before the insurance policy becomes 
fully effective.

Assessing Arms Sales 


The prospective sale of American arms 
to Somalia, the Sudan, Zgypt and Saudi 
Arabia dramatizes the United States’ srow- 
ing involvement in the region around the 
Red Sea. It also raises some questions about 
the resolve of the Carter administration to 
limit future weapons exports in general. Ali 
four of the proposed sales were justified br 
legitimate foreign policy concerns, but two 
do aot seera to be in the nation's best in- 
terest. They are best considered separately. 


Somalia—The administration proposed to 
eompensate Somalia for the fact that the 
Soviet Union, once its only major source of 
‘weapons, has shifted attertion to the leftist 
revolutionary regime of its much larger 
neighbor, Ethiopia. The appeal of such an 
arrangement was that it could help pre- 
serve a rough balance of power in the region, 
and also offer the Somzlis an opportunity 
to lessen their dependence on the Soviets. 
But Somalia, already well-armed, has Jong 
bad designs on the border regions of nelgh- 
voring states—Ethiopia, the new Republic of 
Djtboutl, and Kenya—with substantial So- 
mali populations. Seeing Ethiopia preoccu- 
pied with revolution and secession, the So- 
malis now appear to have yielded to tempta- 
tion and launched a major military offen- 
sive, The American offer would only add 
fuel to that local war and should be with- 
drawn. 

The Sudan—oOnce radical and pro-Soviet, 
President Numeiri's government has long 
cought better relations with the West and 
with the more conservative Arab states, es- 
pecially Eeypt and Saudi Arabia. It must 
defend 2 vast land area and feels threatened 
by Libya as well as Ethiopia. It needs mostly 
aircraft to ferry troops and to replace 
fighters destroyed in an abortive coup last 
year. The United States had previously 
agreed to supply C-130 transports and now 
offers to contribute to other “defense needs,” 
presumably the F-5 fighters requested by the 
Sudanese. These seem to be worthwhile in- 
vestments in a developing relationship. 

Egypi—Here the administration proposes 
to sell S200 million worth of military trans~ 
port planes and reconnaissance drones and 
cameras. We recently arsued against an 
Egyptian arms request and suggested that 
President Sadat would do better to use his 


funds for economic development. That ques- 
tion does not arise, however; the purchase 
would be paid for by Saudi Arabia, an ar- 
rangement consistent with the growing use 
of Egyptian troops for Saudi purposes. To 
be sure, selling arms to Egypt while it re- 
mains in 4 state of belligerence with Israel 
could be construed as a dangerous, even 
provocative, move. But the proposed uses 
of the American products would not be rel- 
evant to the Arab-Israeli conflict. Trans- 
port planes would have little value in a con- 
flict with Israel where they would find no 
Safe landing place. Their main purpose 
wonld be to facilitate Egyptian aid to the 
Sudan. The reconnaissance gear is for keep- 
ing an eye.on the Libyans; both Egypt and 
Israel already receive American aerial pho- 
tographs of the Sinai region for their respec- 
tive defense, So on balance the sale merits 
support. 

Sandi Arabia—The most troubling of the 
proposed sales would be of 60 F-15 fighters 
to Sandi Arabia, The F-15 is a most sophis- 
ticated, two-engined plane. only now reach- 
ing the inventory of the United States Sir 
Force. Its long range makes it especially 
suitable for the defense of such a vast conn- 
try. That and the fact that rival Iran is 
getting the Navy’s sophisticated F-14 in- 
spired the request that Washington is eager 
to please. But that same long range gives 
cause for concern: Iran is not the only con- 
ceivable enemy. Saudi and Israeli forces 
have never clashed. But Saudi funds have 
underwritten other efforts against Israel 
The Saudi government may seem moderate 
now, but no one can guarantee against whom 
the F-15 might be used when delivered in 
the early 1980s. 


The laudable overall goal of the Carter . 


administration is to restrict arms sales in 
three ways: By reducing the doljar volume 
of sales in future years, by avoiding the in- 
troduction of advanced high technology inta 
any region, and by making remaining arms 
sales consistent with other foreign policy 
objectives. Adherence to these goals cannot 
be judged from four, or even 10, proposed 
deals. The plans to assist the Sudan and 
Egypt seem sound and consistent. The Saudi 
and Somali sales are not.

The fish scientists ‘are not 
talking about the year 2000, 
when the world population will 
have doubled again. They are 
talking about now, although the 
changes caused by the shortage 
of some fish and the hich prices 
of others are so gradual as to 
cause irritation rather than 
alarm in the minds of con- 
sumers, 

_ “The crisis has been threaten- 
ing for the last 10 to 20 years.” 
said Dr. Payne, “Tt was predict~ 
able. It was avoidable. And it 
was precipitated by the very in~ 
terests that had the information 
and the influence to prevent it,” 

Talks with fish experts usual- 
ly come down to these stark 
Probabilities: 

® The oceans will never again 
be able to supply fish to ΔῊ who 
want it at a price they can af- 
ford. 

Φ Those rations whose waters 
are rich in fish—Britain, for in- 
tance—will restrict fishing by 
other nations to husband a pre- 
cious national resource. Nations 
that import fish will pay higher 
prises. 

® Many millions will have to 
Ἰοσ ty ent species vot now 
generally welcomed at the table.

Cod War 


The British public is probably 
more aware than most of what 
the politicians and scientists 
have been talking about with the 
memory still fresh of the “cod 
war” with Iceland in which 
British trawlers vainly fought to 
maintain the right to fish in his~ 
toric waters, 

Teeland, arguing that cod was 
its major resource and that it 
was becoming imperative to cut 


Gown catches, finally forced the 
British to withdraw to their 
home ports.

An Obituary 


Less notice was taken of an 
obituary pronounced in the 
House of Commons by A.J. Beith, 
who represents a Scottish constit- 
uency. He told Parliament that 
there were now too few herrings 
for the famous craster kippers, 
known io gourmets everywilere, 
and they would reappear only if 
and when the depleted herring 
shoals regenerated themselves. 

The international friction en- 
gendered by the fish issue was 
obvious in the House of Commons 
debate, James Johnson accused 
Common Market countries of 
cheating on the size of catches. 
Donald Stewart said that it was 
not the East Europeans who were 
the worst offenders, but the Com- 
mon Market Danes. 

A report on the whitefish, 
quoted in the debate. said that 
it seemed curious that the Com- 
mon Market wanted fish to be 
treated only as a common ΤῈ“ 
source—and British waters con- 
tained 66 per cent of the available 
fish, Enoch Powell said in the 
debate that Britain should not 
rely for its fish on “the very 
people who have pillaged and 
Jooted them.” 

Patrick Wal] said that Britain 
had lost its valuable fishing rights 
off Ireland, the Faroes and Nor~ 
way in a matter of months, with 
traumatic impact on the nation's 
fishing ports, Big trawlers were 
laid up and many sailors and 
fisheries workers were laid off.

Britain would carry out fish con- 
Servation measures with or with- 
eut its EEC partners. He said 
that be had warned the commu- 
nity that, unless Britain were 
given an exclusive fishing zone 
of 12 miJes and a “dominant pref- 
erence of up to 50 miles,” it would 
return to its original demand of 
a 50-mile exclusive zone. 

He said that Britain had em- 
phasized its right to take uni- 
lateral conservation measures 
where necessary and would do 50 
in the case of the herring when 
the ban on its fishing expires in 
October, 

“We really are faced with the 
possible extinction of the herring 
stock and that I am not prepared 
to countenance,” he said. 

The community's 200-mile fish- 
ing zone, in which other nations 
must apply for licenses, will cut 
the Russian catch—they were esti- 
mated to have taken 600,000 tons 
of fish last year, equal to 20 per 
vent of the entire Common Mar~ 
ket catch,

YyAsencron—In Texas, the anxtous 
female voice crackled over the citizen's 
band radio channel pleading. “Tm alone 
and I need help with a flat tire on my 
trauer,” 

Almost instantly a passing CB-equipped 
motorist heard the distress call and 
shuttled her to a nearby gas station to 
have the tire repaired. But when the 
station attendant drove the woman back 
to the spot where she had left her ex- 
pensive vehicle, it was gone. Thieves work- 
ing with their own CB radio system had 
heard her distress call and stelen the 
trailer. 

In New York City. in the summertime, 

temperature inversions set up near-perfect 
conditions for what is becoming known as 
the “Puerto Rican hot line.” Armed with 
beefed up CB radios, Puerto Ricans avoid 
telephone charges by using the single cB 
channel supposedly reserved Jor emer- 
geneies to broadcast to their families back 
on the island The result: disruption of 
emergency calls on the entire East Coast. 

Top enforcement officials at the Federal 
Communications Commission say that these 
incidents are indicative of a new crop of 
unwieldy problems that have surfaced as 
the unpleasant legacy of the recené CB 
craze. 

Today there are millions of people, from 
teenagers to town elders, adopting CB 
nicknames to talk with friends and 
strangers from coast to coast. Rarely has 
one consumer product ever attracted so 
many different age and economic groups, 
both male and female. Uses for CB radio 
have become as diverse as its users and 
range from friendly chit-chat between 
neighbors to reporting accidents and drunk 
drivers and signaling for help. But there 
also ls a dark side emerging from CB 
usage through the criminals, pranksters 
and unconcerned who have also discovered 
CB.

CB complaints are pouring in to the 
Federal Communicatious Commission in 
Washington and its field offices at “a 
very rapid rate." according to the commis- 
sion, Between October, 1976, and October, 
1977, the FCC received 50,000 complaints 
involving CB radios. 

“We can't really handle much more than 
we're getting now," said James McKinney, 
deputy chief of FCC's field operations 
bureau, “We're hopeful we've peak 

But the FCC's complaint log shows that 
the surge in complaints is risiug by leaps 
and bounds. Moreover, FCC officials con- 
cede that many gripes never reach them. 

James Wells, chief of the investigations 
branch of the FCC's enforcement division, 
said that the FCC will probably receive 
about 140.000 complaints this year and 
200,000 next year. Gripes about CB radios 
will account for at least 60 to 65 per cent 
of these. 


“Four yeats ago,” McKinney said, “we

had trouble explaining there was even a 
problem." 

The CB radio boom, which took off in 
1974, has forced the FCC to devote increas- 
ed manpower and resources to CB activi- 
ties while subtracting time, attention and 
dollars from other areas such as com- 
mercial broadcasting. 

And skyrocketing growth in CB radios 
is haying still greater ramifications on the 
directaon of the FCC, the federal agency 
that oversees the entire U.S. communica- 
tions system, from CB radios to sophisti- 
cated earth satellites.

CB licensees have found uses for their 
radios in connection with just about ev 
thing. Antique collectors use them to fer- 
ret out unusual finds and good buys. Vaca- 
tioners call over their CBs to make motel 
reservations and locate restaurants, Senior 
citizens and the handicapped use them 
to make friends. Hunters ‘are using 
them to help each other find animals. Lost 
animals and children have been ‘retrieved. 
Accident victims have been aided more 
quickly. 

Also, hit and mim drivers have been 
traced via CB channels. In Arizona not 
long ago, a cache of more than three tons 
of marijuana was seized when a CB call 
was inadvertently intercepted. 

But FCC officials acknowledge that there 
is a seamier side to CB use which has 
aroused concern at the agency as well as 
among law enforcement officials. Drug 
pushers are using CBs for delivery con- 
tacts, robbers are plotting stakeouts, 
gamblers are passing on betting tips, 

“Any time you make a radio service 
available to the public, there are going 
to be criminal elements using it,” McKin- 
ney said. 

There are also reports of sex clubs 
operating over the CB airwaves and 
prostitutes who work out of truck stops. 
In Colorado Springs, Colo, a massage 
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parlor called the Candy House éaid busi- 
megs soared 30 per cent afler it installed 
a CB untt for appointments.

The FCC likes to break complaints down 
into several categories, most of which in- 
volve charges of “channel hogging” by an 
individual CB user, or interference—offi- 
cially known as aixiio rectification—which 
disrupts IV reception and other home 
appliances. 

In general, FCC officials attribute the

Since January, there bas been some 
leveling off in applications, enough to. 
lead officials such as McKinney to think 
that the boom has peaked. Others, such 


. as John Sodoiski. staff vice-president. of 


the Electronic Industries Association, said 
that by 1980 there will be 50 million CB 
mobiie radios or one in every other car 
on the U.S. highweys. 

In the wake of increased complaints, 
the FCC plans to crack down on abusers. 
Xt ig preparing to strip “flagrant” of- 
fenders of their licenses for three years 
instead of one and to increase prosecu- 
tions for such federal offenses as obscene 
Janguage, repeating police calls and 
threats of violence. There were 150 
prosecutions by U.S. attorneys last -year, 
compared to 20 or 30 cases four years 


ago. 

Nuisance calls are handled out of field 
offices, and more serious charges tracked 
via specially rigged cers with direction~ 
finding equipment to home in on offend~ 
ing broadcasters. 

But there is another area that the FCC 
plans to pay special attention to. It is a 
Phenomenon spawned by CB—a new 
auxiliary network: of voluntary crime 
fighters, street patrols and police enier~ 
gency calls. 

The development has been triggered by 
heightened interest in and use of Chan- 
nel 9—better known in CE land as the 
emergency beacon, Technically, it is to 
be used only for emergency calls and 
aiding motorists. 

In some parts of the United States there 
have been reports of deliberate jamming 
of the emergency channel, an act that 
bars any other calls from getting through,
